“Mr. Hoover stands in the heart of 
the American people equal to any man 
in the Uhited States,” Senator Hitch- 
‘cock said, “and I am sure there is no 
man in the senate who, if he ran for 
‘president against Mr. Hoover, would

Washington, C., Jan. 23.—Rail- 
roads in 1918, under government con- 
trol and unusual war conditions, 
earned about $718,000,000, or $250,000,- 
000 less than in 1917, $370,000,000 less 
than in the record year of i1916, and 
about the same asin 1915. 

This became apparent today on the 
basis of definite reports to the inter- 
state commerce commission of earn- 
ings of 195 principal railroads—those 
having annual operating revenues of 
more than $1,000,000. 

Receipts from freight, passenger, 
express, and other transportation dur- 
ing the year amounted to approximate- 
ly $4,873,000,000, or $832,000,000 more 
than in the previous year. Operating 
expenses jumped to about $3,971,000,- 
000, or about $1,119,000,000 more than 
in the preceding year.

PREDICT GIANT AIR FREIGHTERS

LONDON, Jan. 23.—(By Wireless. ]—Visions of 
mighty aircraft soaring over continents and oceans 
at a speed greater than that of an express train 
and carrying freight equal to the contents of 
twenty trucks are re, se up by the “ notes on 
airships for commercial purposes” issued by the 
air mintstry. 

Among the striking points contained in this 
document are future airships which. it {s predict- 
ed, will be of 10 000.000 cubic feet capacity, or about 
five times the capacity of the Gertman Zeppelin, 
and 6,000 horse power, carrying freight of 200 tons 
at a maximum speed of more than eighty-five miles 
an hour, These leviathans, 1,100 feet long and 150 
feet high, could stay in the air for three weeks, and 
possess a range of 20,000 miles, or nearly once 
round the world. 


With a crew of six officers and twenty-siet men 
they could go over or around storms, link up contl- 
nents gnd oceans by means of stations 2.000 to 
3,000 miles apart, and bring New York within a 
leisurely three days’ journey of London. The 
larger the airship, the greater its efficiency. 

Nine airship stations and a number of airships 
now used by the admiralty may soon be available 
for commercial purposes. It is made clear In these 
notes that there will be no commercial competi- 
tion between the airship and the airplane. The 
airship, says the report, is essentially a long 
distance, weight carrying craft, as compared with 
the short distance, high speed airplane. 

For example, the continent service could run 
from Lisbon to New York, passencers being taken 
to Lisbon from Paris, Rome, etc.; by airplane. In

Any beginner is apt 
b have “buck fever,” and, therefore, 
to beginner should go at dangerous 
Nerve Control Needed. 

Buck fever means a state of intense 
Bervous excitement which may be en- 
trely divorced from timidity. It may 
‘fafect a man the first time he has 
fo speak to a large audience, just as 
affects him the first time he sees 
Bh buck or goes into battle. What such 
kman needs is not courage, but nerve 
‘ntrol, cool headedness. This he can 
“yet only by actual practice. He must, 
Y custom and repeated exercise of 
helfmastery, get his nerves thorough- 
¥ under control. This is largely a 
matter of habit, in the sense of re- 
peated effort and repeated exercise of 
mil power. If the man has the right 
Muff in him, his will grows stronger 
nd stronger with each exercise of it— 
od if he has not the right stuff in him 
e had better keep clear of dangerous 
ame hunting, or indeed of any other 
#'m of sport or work in which there 
bodily peril. 

After he has achieved the ability to

outsider is apt to imagine. 


Degrees in Proficiency. 
A man who can hit a soda water 
bottle at the distance of a few yards 
can brain a lion or a bear or an ele- 
phant at that distance, and if he can- 
not brain it when it charges he can 
at least bring it to a standstill. All 
he has to do is to shoot as accurately 
as he would at a soda water bottle; 
and to do this requires nerve, at least 
aS much as it does physical address. 
Having reached thi$ point, the hunter 
must not imagine that he is warranted 
in taking desperate chances. There 
are degrees in proficiency; and what is 
& warrantable and legitimate risk for 
a man to take when he has reached a 
certain grade of efficiency may be a 
foolish risk for him to take before 
he has reached that grade. — 
A man who has reached the degrse 
of proficiency indicated above is quite 
warranted in walking in at a Iion at 
bay, in an open plain,.to, say, within 
a hundred yards. If the lion has not 
charged, ‘the man ought at that dis- 
tance to knock him over and pre- 
vent his charging; and if the lion is 
already charging, the man ought at 
that distance to be able to stop him. 
But the amount of prowess which war- 
rants a man in relying on his abil- 
ity to perform this feat does not by 
any means justify him in thinking 
that, for instance, he can crawl after 
a wounded lion into thick cover. I 
have known men of indifferent prow- 
ess to perform this latter feat success- 
fully, but at least as often they have’ 
been unsuccessful, and in these cases 
the result has been unpleasant. The 
man who habitually follows wounded 
lions into thick cover must be a hunter 
of the highest skill, or he can count 
— certainty on an ultimate maul- 
ng. 

Suffers “Buck Fever.” 
The first two or three bucks I ever 
Saw gave me buck fever badly, but 
after I had gained experience with 
ordinary game I never had buck fever 
at all with dangerous game. In my 
case the overcoming of buck fever 
was the result of conscious effort and 
a deliberate determination to overcome 
it. More happily constituted men 
never have to make this determined 
effort at all—which may perhaps 
show that the average man can profit 
more from my experience than he can 
from those of the exceptional man. 

I have shot only five kinds of ani- 
mals which can fairly be called dan- 
gerous game—that is, the lion, ele- 
phant, rhinoceros, and buffalo i 
Africa, and the big grizzly bea 
quarter of a century ago ff the 
Rockies. Taking into account not 
only my own personal experience, but 
the experiences of many veteran hunt- 
ers, I regard all the four African ani- 
mals, but especially the lion, elephant, 
and buffalo, as much more dangerous 
than the grizzly. As it happened, 
however, the only narrow escape I 
personally ever had was from a griz- 
zly, and in Africa the animal killed 
closest to me as it was charging was a 
rhinoceros—all of which goes to show 
that a man must not generalize too 
broadly from his own personal expe- 
riences. 

Lion Most Dangerous. 

On the whole, I think the lion the 
most dangerous of all these five ani- 
mals; that is, I think that, if fairly 
hunted, there is a larger percentage 
of hunters killed or mauled for a given 
number of lions killed than for a given 
number of any one of the other ani- 
mats. Yet I personally had no diffi- 
culties with lions. I twice killed lions 
which were at bay and just starting to 
charge, and I killed a heavy-maned 
male while it was in full charge. But 
in‘ each instance I had plenty of lee- 
way, the animal being so far off that 
even if my bullet had not been fatal 
I should have had time for a couple 
more shots. The African buffalo is 
undoubtedly a dangerous beast, but it 
happened that the few that I shot did 
not charge. 

A bull elephant, a vicious “ rogue,” 
which had been killing people in the 
native villages, did charge before being 
shot at. My son Kermit and I stopped 
it at forty yards. Another bull ele- 
phant, also unwounded, which charged, 
nearly got me, as I had just fired both 
cartridges from my heavy double-bar- 
relied rifie in killing the bull I was 
after—the first wild elephant I had 
ever seen. The second bull came 
through the thick brush to my left 
like a steam plow through a light snow- 
drift, everything snapping before his 
rush, and was so near that he could 
have hit me with his trunk. I slipped 
past him behind a tree. 

People have asked me how I felt 
on this occasion. My answer has al- 
ways been that I suppose I felt as 
most men of like experience feel on 
such occasions. At such a moment a 
hunter is so very busy that he has no 
time to get frightened. He wants to 
get in his cartridges and try another 


shot.

MERRIAM TAKES 
JOINT DEBATE 


Paves Way to Tearing Off 
in G. 0.-P. 
Fight. 


Charles E. Merriam yesterday took 
up Mayor Thompson's challenge and 
agreed to enter upon a joint debate 
with the mayor upon municipal cam- 
Paign issues. He indicated a prefer- 
ence to stage the verbal bout in the 
schoolhouses of Chicago and said he 
awaits the selection of the mayor's 
representative who will have authority 
to complete the terms of the match. 

Municipal politicians attach inter- 


est to further progress of the 
Merriam-Thompson negotiations. If a 
joint debate develops as an actual re- 
sult of a challenge by the mayor and 
its acceptance by Capt. Merriam, the 
general expectation is that the city 
will be torn wide open, politically, by 
reason of what may be said and done 
by the principals. 

Text of Merriam Letter. 
Here is the Merriam letter to the 
mayor: 
“At a recent meeting held in the 
Seventh ward you issued an oral chal- 
lenge to me for a joint discussion of 
the issues of this campaign. I shall 
be glad to accept this invitation, and 
&s soon as I receive the name of your 
representative I will name a represent- 
ative to confer regarding the arrange- 
ments for this discussion. My own 
suggestion is that the most appropriate 
place for this discussion would be the 
public school houses and that a series 
of discussions be arranged at various 
points in the city.’ | 
points in the city.”

A Badly Mixed Play.

LAW THAT WILL GIVE 
THEM BOXING AGAIN

California, “land of sunshine and 
roses,”’ doesn’t seem to be entirely sat- 
isfied with Old Sol’s rays and the bloom- 
ing posies. There is something miss- 
ing on the coast and that is boxing. 
They are going to try to overcome this 
deficiency, just as they are trying in 
nearly every other state, through the 
medium of the law. 

Over a broad expanse of years Call- 
fornia made history in boxing. It was 
the “big time” on the pugilistic cir- 
cuit when there were only a couple of 
places where the boys could slip over a 
wallop on the chin or bury a wallop in 
the feed box. The merry business of 
swapping punches was permitted for 
twenty rounds, and in some hamlets 
it was possible for our Hun trimmers 
to play out the string to a finish with- 
out danger of the hand of the law 
“ reaching in.” 


People Vote It Out. 


That was several years ago, not to- 
day. The laws are different in Califor- 
nia from some other states. When 
the assemblymen gét through acting! 
on a bill the people get a crack at it 
and the vote of the inhabitants settles 
the matter. They got that crack a 
few years ago and the boxing game 
went to sleep. Recently four round 
bouts, just teasers, have been insti- 
tuted without interference. There's 
hunger for real scraps of more length 
and now that sentiment has whirled 
around more or less in favor of the 
sport an effort will be made to chan 
the law. 

The amendment to the state consti- 
tution is to be made by Fred C. Hawes 
and George Easton, assemblymen, It 
will call for a one man commission. If 
the effort succeeds California should 
reap financially, for it is planned to 
turn over 15 per cent of the receipts 
to the state. 

Ten Rounds in Washington. 

Now let’s move on to more barren 
but promising pastures. -Up in the 
state of Washington the lawmakers 
have in their possession a bill legaliz- 
ing ten round bouts. This measure, 
offered by Senator William Wray, in 
many respects is like that which per- 
mits boxing in Wisconsin.

On 
the coldest days you will see 
him going about his affairs 
unshiveringly and you wonder if he is 
a piece of June sky held prisoner by 
Jack Frost. He’s a gay, noisy fellow 
who “blows the trumpet of winter,”

Says Thoreau, and he is a welcome 
sight as he flashes through the bare 
limbs of gaunt, winter sleeping trees. 
Like everybody (excepting you and 
me, of course), he has his faults. He 
possessesyan unfortunate appetite for 
bird eggs and young birdies, and dur- 
ing the spring he is silent and skulks 
around like a bad boy, robbing nests 
and getting himself thoroughly hated. 
The rest of the time he goes about 
screaming “Thief! Thief!’’, as if to 
direct attention from his own misdeeds. 


And how he dislikes his competitors, 
the owls! Just let an owl expose him- 
self during the daytime and in a trice 
a jay will spy him and in a little while 
the poor owl has a gang of ’em de- 
nouncing and tormenting him. But 
the owl says nary a word, although we 
suspect that he evens the score during 
the jays’ breeding season. 

A few states, including Illinois, per- 
mit the killing of bluejays, the wis- 
dom of which is doubtful. Of course 
we don’t want too many of them 
around, but a piece of woodland with- 
out one of the noisy rascals wouldn't 
seem just right. A virtue of the jay 
‘4s his habit of carrying seeds, and thus 
he must be looked upon, as pointed out 
by Wilson, as a valuable tree planting 
agent. In mimicry he rivals the mock- 
ing bird and the catbird. 


Like all noisy folks, the jay has 
moments of introspection or reaction— 
laugh before breakfast, weep before 
bedtime, you know—and then he voices 
his sadness like a true poet. Says Mau- 
rice Thompson: “ Once I heard a blue- 
jay sing as sweetly as a mocking bird 
when trilling in a tender minor key.

Radical changes in present methods 
of city governinent were provided in 
bills recommended for preparation last 
night by the special committee on 
state legislation of the city council. 

Leon Hornstein, an assistant corpo- 
ration counsel assigned to the com- 


mittee, was directed to prepare bills 


providing for the following: 

Thirty-five aldermen, one from each 
ward, instead of two, as now provided.
